The first lecture on Sir Walter 
Scott was a talk full of human inter- 
est and humor, coloring its high opt- 
ical value. The speaker placed Scott 
in the list of the few greatest writers 
of English literature, a man of let- 
ters for forty years, who wrote so 
brilliantly that his works are popu- 
larly read to this day and with an

The outline of Scott's life, as given 
by Dr. Vincent, showed the constant 
application he gave first to his roman- 
tic and than his prose works.

In his youth Scott received an injury 
that made him a cripple during the 
rest of his life, and not one trace of 
affliction is manifest in his writings.

A long 
illness interrupted his work in writ- 
ing, and he turned to the law, which 
he practiced, actually and 
for twenty-five years.

SPEAKS TO US 



The Rt. Rev. Arthur Selden Lloyd, 
Bishop Suffragan of the New York 
diocese of the Episcopal Church, 
spoke inspiringly to the students of 
Ward-Belmont Wednesday morning 
during the chapel assembly. His son* 
in-law, Dr. E. P. Dandridge, rector 
of Christ Church, accompanied him, 
and the president, Dr. J. D. Blanton 



Inaugurating his talk -with the 
statement that teachers have the 
highest privilege of any profession, 
that of directing young minds, ho 
made s plea to the students to make 
intelligence their guide, and not flip- 
pancy, saying in part: "The differ- 
ence between intelligence and flip- 
pancy describes the difference be- 
tween people, and even intellectual 
people are tempted to let their minds 
be dissipated by flippancy. It is easy 
to' be flippant. Vou don't have to 
stand for anything to be flippant It 
is not the amount of a man's brain,' 
but the way he uses it that deter- 
mines his value. The distinctions are 
easy to draw. 

"Life is a game, and I urge you 
to play it according to the rules. 
Don't try to be something you are 
not, and have your own convictions. 
Nobody can grow except one who 
knows where he is going. Leaders of 
men and women and school girls are 
those who know what they want. They 
think, and the dignity of human be- 
ings requires that they know what 
they think, and why they think it. 
The Incarnation was given us, not to 
show us what we shall be after death, 
but how to live now, and to teach us 
how to use the powers that belong 
to us. You can never know how to 
live until the spirit of God has taught 
you. You can't know how to use your 
gifts without the guidance of the > 
spirit of God. 'Full of grace' is not a 
pious term, it is a term describing 
life. If you are fired with high am- 
bition, the kingdom of God is within 
you, full of beautiful suggestions. All 
of the God-like attributes are within . 
OS, and it is our business in life to 
give them a chance."

ing historical and beautiful spots, to 
say nothing of gorgeous scenery all 
the way. 

The party, after an early break- 
fast left Nashville about 7:80 in five 
special coaches. All aboard for Chatta-

the party reached Chatta- 
they went to the lovely new 
hotel, the Read House, where they had 
a delicious luncheon.

At the first look up the long steep 
track of the mountain's incline some 
girls felt a little tremble of fear, but 
none admitted it, and all bravely and 
joyfully went aboard the little in- 
cline cars to be pulled to the top of 
that mountain, for were there not 
many and interesting things to be 
seen as soon as the top was gained? 
The ascent of the mountain had for 
the passengers more than one thrill. 

On the top of the mountain guides 
took small groups to the battlefield 
of that famous and romantic battle 



of the Civil War, The Battle of Look- 
oat Mountain, or tha Battle Above 
the Clouds. Right on the top of the 
item is the Haw York State 
commemorating the sol- 
diers from that state who fall in bat- 
tle. Farther on is Garrity's Alabama 
Battery which is 2,700 feet above sea 
level. From this point can be seen 
Moccasin Bend, eleven miles of the 
Tennessee River, and the Ohio State 
monument on Missionary Ridge. 
From Sunset Rock one can aae five 
states and continued stretches of ma- 
jestic scenery. The method of at- 
tack used by the Union army was 
thoroughly explained. They gained 
the mountain's top by a ladder riv- 
eted to the rocks and made of hickory 
bark. During a heavy fog they came 
up the sides, enabling them to be un- 
seen and took the Confederate sol- 
diers. 

When once more at the foot of 
Lookout the party crossed to Signal 
Mountain, the top of which is gained 
bf winding round and round in elec- 
tric cam. 

Once on a rocky promontory at the 
top of the mountain a most beautiful 
picture may be enjoyed. It is a pic- 
tare of natural beauty with no habi- 
tation of man to mar the whole. Be- 
low winds the Tennessee River, be- 
side it runs like a white ribbon the 
Dixie Highway, and all around are 
the rugged mountains. Just as the 
party came the sun was setting and 
this of course was an added treat. 

The hotel at the top of Signal 
Mountain is of rustic architecture. 
Going in after a cold walk on the 
mountain top the party was glad to 
see two wood fires blazing away in 
the grates. Another attraction was 
an unusually good and entertaining 
jaax orchestra. The girls danced to 
the music of the orchestra till dinner 
served. Dinner was very, very

"All through the country," Msdame 
Beziat said, "we saw the beautiful 
renaissance chateaus, their great win- 
dows and high turrets made all the 
more striking by the age-old trees 
and the green slopes and the clear 
rivers." 

Near Perigueux, a royal castle of' 
the thirteenth century has recently 
been turned into a school for Ameri- 
can boys. Madame Beziat, as a guest 
of the school, stayed one night in a 
room once slept in by Louis XIV. 
"Besides excellent schooling," said 
Madame Beziat, "the boys have all 
kinds of sports : tennis, swimming, 
and canoeing in particular, and con- 
structing their own bridges across the 
stream. In their great oak-beamed 
dining room where the royal coat of 
arms still remains, there is a long 
heavy dining table, so that the boys 
call themselves 'Knights of the Long 
Table.* " 

In Province, an old Roman prov- 
ince at the time of Caesar, Madame 
Beziat visited the town of Nimes, 
where the Romans had built a wonder- 
ful edifice, on the order of the Parthe- 
non, now a museum for all kinds of 
vases and statues which have been 
unearthed. In the same town is the 
temple of Diana, parts of which are 
in ruins. A short distance away is 



an enormous tower on a high hill, 
used to watch the 
try in the Gaelic war*. In 
times, concrete stairs have been built 
inside so that visitors may get the 
beautiful view. 

In answer to a question of whether 
these old buildings and works of art 
had any influence on the people, 
Madame Beziat exclaimed : "Oh yes, 
they realise the beauty of their sur- 
roundings and have a keen apprecia- 
tion for all that is beautiful! They 
are so different from the people who 
live entirely among new things." 

By the picturesque town of Avig- 
non, there still remains part of the 
great arched bridge which spanned 
the Rhine at the time when the Papacy 
had taken refuge in the little town. 
Many great folk songs have been 
written about it and danced on it, but 
one of the quaintest is : 

"Sur le pont d' Avignon 
L'on y, danse 1' on y danse 
Sur le pont d' Avignon 
L'on y danse to us en rond." 

In the same town, whitewash has 
been scratched off the walls of the 
Palais de Panes, disclosing beautiful 
frescoes. 

Madame Beziat also visited some of 
th old medieval cities, the most com- 
plete being Careassonne, which is the 
only one really intact. The thick 
walls, the threatening-looking towers, 
the moats and draw bridges, and the 
gloomy prisons for captives mutely 
tell the story of medieval days of

The Story of Old Ward-Belmont

Half hidden by the soft shadow of 
majestic trees, within sound of the 
music of splashing fountains, in the 
midst of an estate of vast extent, a 
fairy palace of ivory, gleaming white- 
ness, a Southern mansion stood long 
ago on Belmont Heights. There in 
a different form it remains still, a 
symbol, a souvenir of the old South 
which now survives only in memories 
and traditions. What was then the 
home of Col. and Mrs. J.. A. S. Acklen 
is now South Front; what then was 
the scene of far-famed balls and re- 
ceptions now rings with school girls' 
merry chatter. 

The size of the estate astonishes 
today when the city completely sur- 
rounds the campus. In the forties 
the house was built, Nashville's 
thousand or so of inhabitants 
clustered around the river and 
Belmont, as it was called, was sub- 
It extended from HilUboru 



North as Division Street, comprising 



about 600 acres. And beyond Granny 
White was a private deer park. 

A long avenue of cedars led to the 
mansion from the west, following the 
present course of Acklen Avenue. 
Beautifully arranged and kept, the 
grounds were much as they are today. 
The lawns before the front entrance, 
facing South, were laid out in con- 
centric circles centering in the little 
summer house, covered with moss and 
Michrefelo rose*, and in the elaborate 
fountain. Shell walks and flower beds 
were laid out, as were all the rest 
of the grounds, by an English land- 
scape gardener, in the Italian style. 

Two circular summer houses to the 
right and left of the entrance con- 
cealed bee-hives which furnished 
honey for the household. And woe to 
the blind lovers who strolled unknow- 
ingly, for concealment, into one of 
them. Where the academic building 
was the rite of the con-

Cheating is such a despicable thing; 
that it seems most unthinkable that 
any girls here in our Ward-Belmont 
family would stoop to such a level 
Cheating, briefly defined, is the using 
of material which doesn't belong to 
you, either in daily recitation, themes, 
notebooks, or examinations. 

There are many underlying causes 
for this degrading practice. Did you 
know that the majority of girls who 
cheat are stupid girls— girl* who lack 
the intelligence to see the harm 
they're doing. Then there's the 
pressure of fear which lends its 
weight. Some girls are afraid of the 
home attitude toward their grades, 
and others fear their own ability to 
pass their course fairly. In this lat- 
ter instance, cheating only serves to 
weaken their ability, to make them 
less self-reliant than they are. Some 
girls have low moral standards and 
simply fail to realize the seriousness 
of cribbing. These standards can- be 
raised until they become a driving 
force in our life, but they may also be 
lowered. 

The girl who gets caught cheating 
is infinitely better off than the one 
who, in the common usage of the 
term, "gets by." Her discovery may 
awaken her to a sense of the wrong 
she's doing, while "getting by" adds 
steps to the building up of a char- 
acter that people despise. 

There is really no such thing as 
"getting by." You can always cheat 
a teacher to a certain extent, but 
you are thereby undermining your 
own character. There is something 
in you that registers everything you 
do; it is wholly a question of honor 
for yourself. 

Let us remember that He knows 
and sorrows when we fail to follow 
the dictates of conscience. May our 
individual lives be molded rightly, 
that retrospection may afford us only 
satisfaction untinged with regret.

Later, when, on account 
of the cold, the mistress had it roofed 
in, it was turned into a ballroom. 
Of many delightful entertainments it 
saw, the moat interesting and elabo- 
rate was a ball for Madame Levert 
in 1868. Japanese lanterns and huge 
searchlights illuminated the grounds. 
Two bands were stationed, one in the 
ballroom, the other at the entrance 
and the guest list reached 1,600. 

Little has been said of the owners, 
but after all, they are more or less 
important. Without them Belmont 
would not have existed and Ward- 
Belmont would have to look elsewhere 
for its traditions as well as for its 
campus. The small amount known 
of Col. Acklen is that he was of the 
English quality, that his family came 
over from Devon in 1882, that he 
became a colonel in the Mexican War 
and later married the Southern belle, 
Adeleeia Hayes. She survived him 
by many years. Much of the beauty 
of the place is owing to the delicate 
and artistic taste of its lady, who did 
much of the planning and arranging 
of the estate. In her travels abroad 
during the second empire she col- 
lected many curios and art treasures 
for the adornment of the mansion. 
Mrs. Acklen was the ideal Southern 
lady, cultured, tasteful, hospitable, 
generous, and charming. 

After her death, Belmont College 
was founded on the estate in 1890 and 
Ward Seminary was moved to Bel- 
mont Heights upon their union in 
1913.

Does such a thought as thia ever 
occur to us in our daily, preoccupied 
rush-in-and-rush-out life?

Each of us 
is supposed to have many friends, in 
different degrees of intimacy to be 
sure, but in ail, many friends. Friends 
aren't gained by unsympathetic souls, 
souls who can't conceive of the other 
person's feelings ftnd can't forgive 
these feelings. 

As for the intimate circle. How 
easy it is to try also in this group 
to predominate the others' feelings 
a«d thoughts/ How often we are 
called upon to sympathise with the 
other person; but, because we cant 
forgive his views, we can't sympathize 
and then he soon loses faith in our 
supposed friendship.

M. Daniel Michenot gives two bril- 
liant lectures on artists of French 
Literature. 

Friday afternoon, the Ward-Bel- 
mont student members of the "Alli- 
ance Francaise," which includes all 
members of the French C and D 
classes, were chaperoned to the Cen- 
tennial Club. The occasion was the 
lecture of M. Daniel Michenot on Ed- 
mund Rostaud, the famous French 
dramatist. 

Monsieur Michenot was introduced 
by Monsieur Edmond Lebert, the 
president of the Alliance. M. Miche- 
not is of Alsace and spoke so distinct- 
ly and charmingly, that the French 
students were delighted with the lec- 
ture. 

A short resume of the life of Ros- 
taud preceded the discussion of the 
dramatist's work. Madam Rostaud 
was a poet herself, and during the 
course of the lecture, M. Michenot 
quoted one of her poems. 

Of the works of Rostaud, the lectur- 
er spoke highly. He quoted parts of 
"Cyrano de Bergerac," and "Chanti- 
cleer," besides briefly touching 
"L'Aiglon." 

M. Michenot, who is Professor of 
Eloquence at the conservatory of 
Strasbourg, gave an excellent presen- 
tation of the subject, and his dramatic 
ability was admired keenly by the au- 
dience. The Ward-Belmont girls an-

As our great nation loses itself in 
preparation for its thousands of in- 
dividual Christmas, there are nations 
across the sea, too, that yearly make 
similar celebrations. 

Christinas Day means so much to 
Americans, let us see what it means* 
to some of our foreign neighbors. 

Germany is perhaps the most inter- 
esting. It was in that country that 
the idea of St. Nicholas originated. 
The story goes of a knight who went 
out on the crusade leaving behind 
him a wife and two children. The 
tiny wealth of the family was donated 
to send the father upon his journey. 
At his return, he was sick at heart 
over the fact that he had no dowery 
for his daughters. Sad and unhappy 
he sat, when suddenly a bag of gold 
was tossed in to him. This happened 
three times, and the generous donor 
was named St. Nick, the giver of 
gifts. Hence originated the name. 

German children celebrate Christ- 
mas day upon December 25 as we 
do, but there is a preceding day of 
great importance. This day falls 
twelve days before Christmas. A 
wicked man supposedly comes around 
upon this day distributing sweet- 
meats and switches to good and bad 
children. 

The German Christmas day is much 
like ours. They, too, celebrate with 
Christmas trees, but unlike us, they 
have individual trees for each mem- 
ber of the family. These trees are 
decorated and placed upon tables, the 
gifts placed beneath. Presents and 
gifts are exchanged among the mem- 
bers of the 'family and there is a 
great feast. 

In France, Christmas day is strict- 
ly for children, with religious ser- 
vices for elder people throughout the 
day. French youngsters place their 
tiny shoes out to receive the expected 
gifts. For days previous they speak 
of the coming of the ("Petit Jesu) 
(Little Jesus) just like our young- 
sters excitedly refer to Santa Claus. 
They arise early in the morning to 
see what has been left for them in 
their little shoes while they slept. 
Until the war there were no Christ- 
mas trees in France, but with the 
coming of American soldiers Christ- 
mas trees were introduced in some 
places. 

In Paris and some of the province 
towns this custom is found today. 

As long as one is young enough to 
hang up one's stocking on Christmas 
Eve, one must retire early. The older 
members of the family remain up to 
attend the midnight mass in the 
great feast known as the "RevellbttV' 
AH the restaurants of Paris remain 



open, special food is prepared and 
there is a great rejoicing. 

The elders exchange their presents 
upon New Year's day. New Year's 
day is a day of great friendliness. 
Visits and calls are exchanged 
throughout the day, and to all stran- 
gers upon the street they call foT the 
words of greeting and good cheer. 
Everyone remains up on New Year's 
Eve to greet the New Year and fol 
lowing the hour of midnight there is 
feasting and dancing, 
churches. Following mass there is a

jocularity. 

French shops and stores are cater- 
ing more and more to the American 
Christmas trade. Brilliant displays 
and great stocks of gifts are shown.

Scotland presents a Christmas not 
unlike our own. Every child hangs 
his stocking to the mantel above the 
great open hearths. They possess 
the same idea as the little American, 
that jolly St. Nick will come down 
the chimney to bestow his gifts. 
Christmas trees are unheasd of things 
to Scottish children. 

So we see that our own joyous 
Christmastide is not confined to Amer- 
ica but is celebrated throughout 
most of the world. Though the cus- 
toms may differ, some seeming pe- 
culiar to us, there is nevertheless that 
"goodwill and peace on earth" spirit 
everywhere.

word thrill you? It thrills the little 
boys and girls and even the grown 
folks in Norway just the same way. 
Although their celebration is some- 
what different from ours it carries 
the same ideas. The Norwegians 
have a wonderful time at Christmas. 

In that country preparations begin 
weeks before Christmas. All kinds of 
meat and fish are prepared, many lit- 
tle, dainty cakes are baked, and the 
house is scrubbed from top to bottom. 

The culmination of all these prepa- 
rations is on Christmas Eve when 
they have a grand celebration with a 
tree and presents. The children do 
not hang up their stockings in front 
of a fireplace for good, old Santa to 
fill. They put a sheaf of grain out 
in a tree for the birds and some por- 
ridge on the barn floor for the small 
elves. The animals, too, are treated 
with extra good care at Christmas. 

Just before the wonderful Christ- 
mas Eve dinner the Yule, the Nor- 
wegian name for Christmas, is drunk 
in a fermented sweet drink made of 
honey. Then they have an unusually 
good dinner of spareribs, rice por- 
ridge, and different cold meats espe- 
cially prepared for the holiday season. 
About nine o'clock the families gather 
and read a Christmas sermon and sing 
Christmas hymns. Then the candles 
on the tree are lit and everybody 
joins hands and dances around the tree 
singing appropriate songs. When 
everybody is tired of this exercise, the 
children distribute the presents which 
are all around the foot of the tree.

towards men," om of warm hospi- 
tality, and one which primarily does' 
not include gift-giving. There is a 
heartiness all the more delightful in 
contrast with the crisp froatineas of 
the season; there are the shouts of 
laughter ringing through the huge old 
country houses, and there is the 
cracking of jokes and nuts before 
the blazing logs — all a part of times 
wild and picturesque. 

The "holydays" are rather leisure- 
ly and unhurried, and essentially tra- 
ditional. There is the tradition of 
the mistletoe — silghtly different from 
ours. The young men have the privil- 
ege of kissing the blushing girls 
standing under it, but each time they 
must pluck a berry from the sprig. 
When all the berries are gone, the 
privilege ceases. Modern youth seems 
to have suited this ancient custom to 
its own fancy. 

The Yule log also holds a foremost 
place among the old traditions. On 
Christmas Eve, a huge stump of 
wood, sometimes the whole root of a 
tree, is borne in with much state and 
singing of songs, and is lighted by 
the charred brand left from the last 
year. If the ruddy blaze goes out 
in the night, it is considered an omen 
of bad luck. If a squinting or bare- 
footed person comes to the house 
while the log is burning, it is also a 
bad sijrn. The young people, not con- 
tent to sit comfortably before the 
blazing fire, gayly amuse themselves 
by hilariously scampering through the 
house or swinging through the steps 
of the country dances. 

When the house is finally quiet and 
"not a creature is stirring," the sound 
of the Christmas carols sung by the 
minstrel waits floats with an effect 
of peace and sacredness through the 
hushed night. 

Song, this time happy and joyous, 
announces Christmas morning, as the 
tiny children sing before each door 
in the long halls. 

The traditional dinner is the big 
event of the day. A twacking sound 
from the kitchen, when the cook sum- 
mons the servants to carry in the 
meats by striking the rolling-pin upon 
the dresser, is the official call to the 
bountiful table. Often a great boar's 
head is served up with much cere- 
mony, along with the turkey, goose, 
and other meats if there is a large 
gathering of people. 

The peacock pie is an important 
dish in the Christmas feast. At one 
end above the crust, appears the 
head in all its plumage, with the beak 
richly gilt; at the other end is dis- 
played the brilliant tail feathers. 

Christmas festivity is not complete 
without the spicy Wassail Bowl, skil- 
fully mixed of rich wines, sweetened 
and spiced, and, with roasted apples 
bobbing about/fn It. The host, after 
raising it to his lips in beaming de- 
light, sends it around the board for 
everyone to taste of his beverage. 

Where children are concerned, 
Christmas evening must be concluded 
by the uproarious masking or mum- 
meries, when the wardrobes of the old 



manor-houses are ransacked to fur 
nish fantastic costumes and disgui H 
Drum-beating, romping, and Merri- 
ment is followed by the supposedly 
stately minuet, though it proba: u 
would not take close observation to 
see that many of the characters were 
hilariously giggling. 
When the revelry of the holy day, 

depart, the rumbling old stage coaches 
with their jovial drivers add the last 
picturesque touch to the old English 
festival, and one might heartily shout
